Washington, Aug. 20.— Immediate 
expansion of building facilities of 
the United States 
to 
double 
or 
treble the output of destroyers dur­ 
ing the next eight< on months was 
taken up by Secretary Daniels and

“If we get what 
we 
want 
the 
United States will have more de­ 
stroyers 
than 
any other power,” 
Secretary Daniels said. 
“The de­ 
stroyer is a terror to submarines,” 
he added. 
The 
secretary 
said all the de­ 
stroyers would be ordered and the 
large number 
of 
dbntracts 
now 
pending 
would 
be 
speeded 
up. 
Every aspect of ship building bear­ 
ing 
on 
destróyer production was 
taken up . T here is no shortage of 
plant facilities or materials. 
Secretary Daniels said no addi­ 
tional submarine ^Lasers would be 
ordered at present, the destroyers 
being far superior even for harbor 
and patrol w ork and having in addi­ 
tion sea going faciities. Every sug­ 
gestion the ship or engine builders 
had to make as to additional motive 
power was given 
close attention. 
The possibility of making some of 
the new vessels with oil engines 
was among the suggestions offered. 
Secretary Daniels said he favored 
expansion of the plants now build­ 
ing destroyers to speed the pro­ 
gram. 
Experience 
in 
previous 
building will enable the workers a\ 
the ship yards to complete them 
more rapidly. 
Secretary Daniels’ decision shows 
the officers w ho have been contend­ 
ing the best answ er to tin* U-boat 
was to turn out an enormous num ­ 
ber of destroyers have carried their 
point. 
The experience of all allied 
navies that the destroyer is more 
deadly to submarines

other craft is borne out by Vice 
Admiral Simms.

Mo., Aug. 20.—Plans 
for control of the wheat 
and 
rye 
trade in this section under author­ 
ity of the food law were announced 
today by Edward Flesh, m anager of 
the food administration grand cor­ 
poration for the St. Louis district. 
He said the government control of 
wheat and rye and their products 
through district organization will be 
complete. 
“The millers,” he said, “are or­ 
ganizing a committee to co-operate 
with our department. This commit­ 
tee will m ake known to me the 
thirty-day requirements of the mil­ 
lers throughout the district. 
If a 
miller 
needs 
30,000 
bushels 
of 
wheat application will be made to 
this organization and it will be fur­ 
nished. 
It is the intention of the gov­ 
ernment to interfere as little as 
possible with the grain business now 
organized. 
The government will 
pay a commission of 1 per cent to 
those buying wheat and delivering 
it to the warehouses. 
Mr. Flesh 
will have supervision of the grain 
trade in nine states. 
His work will 
first be to provide needs of the 
millers in this district and then to 
a n a n g o for exports of the surplus 
grain to the allies of the United 
States or for distribution in other 
districts.

ican border region.

MEXICO IS AFTER A LOAN 


Negotiations to Borrow $100,000,000 
From U .S. Bankers. 


El Paso, Texas, Aug. 20.—Nego­ 
tiations for a loan of $100,000,000 
of American money to the Mexican 
government have been under way 
here for more than a week, it be­ 
came known and was admitted by 
Mexican government officials last 
night.
